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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. The 1 12 and 102(e) rejections are withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 28-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over USPN 
5,877,103 to Dupont et al in view of USPN 6,068,914 to Boire et al., USPN 6,103,650 to 
Krumwiede, USPN 5,989,717 to AUemand et al., and GB 2,302,1010 to Hannotiau et al 

4. The 103(a) rejection is maintained for reasons of records and may be found in a prior 
office action dated Oct. 24, 2002, Paper No. 7. 

5. Regarding the new limitation, addressing the emissivity of less than 0.3, this has 
previously been addressed in the prior Office Action, and the reference reads on this limitation 
because the same composition is used and would hence produce an emissivity of less than 0.3. 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 4/28/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

2. In response to apphcant's argument that Allemand appears to be an entirely different type 
of device for electrolytes and electrical conductors, the fact that apphcant has recognized another 
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advantage which would flow naturally from following the suggestion of the prior art cannot be 
the basis for patentability when the differences would otherwise be obvious. See Ex parte 
Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1985), Allemand is used to show fluorine- 
doped oxide, W03, Ta205, Nb205, and V205 are well known additives to a soda-lime glass for 
effecting light transmission and inhibiting reflected color. Since the same materials are taught, 
naturally an emissivity value of less than 0.3 will follow. Motivation exists to combine 
Allemand since all references address glass modifications. AppHcant is only claiming glazing 
and not a certain type of device.
